"Referring to FIGS. 1-3, there is shown, in FIG. 1, a sport shoe 10 having a flexible top 
portion 11 mounted on top of the shoe sole 12 and is tied around the top portion 11 by the 
shoe lace 13. The sole 12 extends from the toe portion 15 to the heel portion 17 which 
may be rigid or semi-rigid in construction. The bottom or outsole 19 (see FIG. 2) may be 

ribbed, grooved or patterned as desired Such constructions are well known in the 

prior art. For the purposes of the invention, in the embodiment shown in FIGS. 1-3, the 
shoe is provided with a lateral external stabilizer 21 [amended in Paper No. 8/B from - 
external lateral forefoot wedge member--]...".

Schlesinger describes shoes for golfers where a bottom member 23 , the inner side portion of 
whose upper surface is lower than its outer side portion, (fore foot lateral swing) Fig. 26 the rear end 
portion the bottom surface being lower that any portion and slopes upwardly from the outer portion to the 
inner side of the bottom member. Fig. 5.

Blisset shows a tapered forefoot member and tapered heel wedge. (C. 3, 1. 35 - C. 4, 1. 6).
